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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/2/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Bahl fails to disclose receiving reference signals 
using only a first selected channel. 

The examiner, however, disagrees. Bahl discloses a WI_AN comprised of base 
stations and mobile computers (figures 2-4). Bahl further discloses wherein the base 
stations are in wireless communication with the mobile computers (0008). 

Although Bahl does not specifically disclose channel selection for receiving 
reference signals, it is inherent in base station to mobile station and mobile station to 
base station communications, that downlink and uplink channels are used respectively 
in order to communicate. 

Based on the above remarks, the rejection to the claims stand rejected as set 
forth below 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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3. Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bah! et al (Bahl), U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2005/0096068 and well-known prior art. 

Regarding claim 21, Bahl discloses a mobile unit comprising a radio unit 
arranged to receive reference signals using a first selected channel a processor for 
determining received signal strengths of said reference signals on said first selected 
channel, generate data representing said received signal strengths, determine location 
data by comparing said signal strength to said database and store said location 
(abstract and paragraphs 0027-0030). 

Bahl, however, fails to specifically disclose wherein the mobile unit has a 
processor that can periodically power the device on and off at selected time intervals. 

The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify Bahl with the teachings of well-known art for the purpose of 
conserving the battery life of the phone battery. 

Regarding claim 22, Bahl discloses a mobile unit comprising a radio unit 
arranged to receive reference signals using a first selected channel and to transmit data 
using at least one other dta communication channel different from said first selected 
channel and a processor for determining received signal strengths of said reference 
signals on said first selected channel, generate data representing said received signal 
strengths, determine location data by comparing said signal strength to said database 
and store said location (abstract and paragraphs 0027-0030). 
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Bahl, however, fails to specifically disclose wherein the mobile unit has a 
processor that can periodically power the device on and off at selected time intervals. 

The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 3-9 and 11-16 are allowed.
